Road Commissioner's Report 


To the Citizens of Strong: 


I herewith submit my report as road commissioner for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1942. 

The roads in Town came through the Winter and Spring in fine 
condition. This was due largely to the culverts and ditches being 
cleaned last fall in places where washouts were likely to occur. 

There were 16 new culverts put in, 6 of these were metal, the 
other 10 being wooden. The total cost of these was $256.00. 

All roads throughout town were machined during the summer 
except from the Knowlton place to the ‘Stevens place. This road could 
be put in good condition at little cost and perhaps should be done as 
it is still frequently used. 

The Town has two bridges that should be repaired in the spring, 
the one at True Luce’s and the Fred McCleary bridge. The one at 
True Luce’s should be repaired while the bridge at McCleary’s will 
have to be rebuilt. 

Special Gravel: About $200.00 was spent in early spring filling 
in bad places with coarse gravel to keep the roads passable until they 
were in condition to be worked on. This was put in places where I 
considered it was most needed. 

The following is a list of the tools and equipment owned by the 
town at the present: 2 road machines, 2 drags, 1 plow, 1 gravel screen, 
4 bush scythes, 3 bush clippers, 4 steel shovels, 6 spades, 4 grub hoes, 
1 striking hammer, 2 drills, 4 picks, 2 sod forks, 2 hand rakes, 1 staple 
puller, 2 torches, 1 set 6 horse reins, 1 stone drag, 1 telephone scoop, 1 
tar sprinkler, 150 lbs. spikes, 1 ox shovel and a few bridge and culvert 
timbers that were left over. 

All other appropriations were approved by the State Supervisor.

Report of School Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Strong: 
LapiEs AND GENTLEMEN: 


This is the tenth report that has been submitted to you by the 
present Superintendent of Schools. This will follow the outline used 
for former reports and will attempt to give the citizens an understanding 
of what we are now offering in our schools and of what school officials 
foresee as to needs and changes. 

Such a report cannot help but be general and lacking in detail but 
if every citizen would visit our schools; see for themselves what we 
are now doing and by inspecting our school plant realize what our 
needs are, both from building capacity and workability we feel that 
the voters could much more intelligently vote at the annual town 
meeting for the best interest of our boys and girls. 

Every citizen is urgently and cordially invited to visit our schools 
and we do not feel that a person can have a very thorough under- 
standing of our possibilities or limitations unless he or she has at least 
made a casual inspection of our school plant. 


FINANCES. Last year we asked for an increase in appropriation 
because of the addition of a new room to our building. The town 
appropriated the sum of $8,000 for school purposes and $200 for school 
repairs. We have been able to break even with this appropriation but 
have not been able to eliminate our overdraft of $367.15 accumulated 
during the year ending 1941. 

Following is a comparison of the expenditures of this year with 


those of 1941:

It can readily be seen that we have had an increase in common 
school teacher costs. The elementary teachers salary averages $18.21 
per week. We have a corps of one man and four women in this 
department. 
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Our cost for high school instruction has also increased. The aver- 
age weekly wage of the high school teachers is $32.80. We have one 
man and two women in this department. 

Fuel cost us much more and conveyance was $200 more. 

This was to some extent brought about by the addition to and 
lengthening some of our school routes and also by the use of an extra 
teacher, Mr. Robert McLeary. This cost of $90.00 in transportation 
represented the entire cost to the town for this instruction. 

The only costs for the coming year that will be materially greater 
are under the items of elementary and secondary instruction. The pur- 
chasing power of the dollar is rapidly going down. Living costs have 
gone up eleven percent since the summer of 1939. Food prices have 
soared to nineteen percent above recent normal. Comparing the average 
wage of from ten to twelve million factory workers, covering the period 
of the past two years, statistics show an increase of thirty percent in 
weekly earnings. Farm products show an increase of forty-five percent. 
During all this time teachers salaries show an increase of considerably 
less than five percent. A teacher who now is receiving $20.00 per week 
will find that her salary check will be of no greater value than a $15.00 
a week check was two years ago. Salaries will have to be increased 
during the coming year if we are to retain our teachers. 


COMMON SCHOOLS. We now have a rather unusual enroll- 
ment in our elementary schools as follows:

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This division made an overcrowded teacher and it was impossible 
for one teacher to handle the load in the 4th and 5th grade room. 
After talking with Principal Day of the Farmington Normal School we 
found it possible to have a training teacher from the Normal School 
in this room. The cost to the town is to be the difference of what the 
teachers in Strong will be over what they were in Farmington plus 
transportation. It seems that we were very fortunate to be able to relieve 
this condition in this way and it is the opinion of the school officials 
that the instruction has not been lessened in quality and amount by this 
arrangement. Another year this congestion in this one room will be 
relieved, 


HIGH SCHOOL. We have had no change during the past year 
in the teaching staff. We have, however, lost our courses in Vocational 
Guidance carried on by Mr. McLeary. It is unfortunate that we cannot 
offer a greater choice of courses and it would seem that our enrollment 
would not have dropped to such a marked degree if we had courses to 
accommodate boys and girls who do not care for or have the capacity 
to acquire the limited few that we now have to offer. 

The citizens of the town of Strong have, we believe a justifiable 
pride in their High School. Under the skillful direction of efficient 
teachers our boys and girls are not only acquiring the fundamentals of 
education but are learning the elements that go to make happy and 
useful citizens of tomorrow. There is more to be learned in the good 
schools of today than the ability to read, write and cipher. 


ACTIVITIES. We have carried out our usual program of extra- 
curricular activities, with the athletics for boys and girls, plays, public 
speaking, spelling, etc. Probably during the coming year it will be 
necessary for us to curtail some of these activities; those in other towns 
because of the difficulty of transportation but every attempt will be made 
to continue those that we feel are of great value by means of intra-mural 
competition. 

In the seventh and eighth grades Mr. Curtis has had classes in 
building model aeroplanes. In the sixth grade Mrs. Jane Curtis has 
directed her pupils in publishing a school paper. The fourth and fifth 
grades under the direction of Mrs. Morey have built bird houses and 
feeding stations. In the second and third grades several units on sub- 
jects such as transportation have been carried out. In the primary and 
first grade under the direction of Mrs. Arlene Curtis many projects such 
as puppet theatres, dollhouses, grocery stores and post offices have been 
carried out. |

These activities are not a small part of what our schools have to 
offer and teachers are to be commended who wholeheartedly give a 
great deal of their time to instruction that is not absolutely required of 
them by our courses of study. 

It is the desire of the schools and school officials to cooperate in 
every way with the defense program that is now being set up. We hope 
to have the school house used for any meetings that are necessary. As 
soon as definite instructions are given to us we will make what pro- 
visions we can to safeguard our schools in case of bombing, such as 
providing air-raid alarms, air-raid drills, extinguishers for bombs, screens 
for the windows and some instructions in first aid for the older students. 
We have not gone ahead with this at the present because of the lack of 
definite plans and instructions that will no doubt soon be forthcoming 
from the Defense Coordinators. 

We are attempting during this winter term to set up a course of 
religious instruction in our schools. Reverend Gerald Curtis Milliken 
is cooperating with the teachers and we feel that from this effort we 
will work out religious instruction in all of our grades that will greatly 
add to our present educational system. We have long felt the need of 
this instruction and Mr. Millikin’s cooperation is appreciated and will 
be of benefit to the teaching of our boys and girls. 


REPAIRS. For this department the town appropriated the sum 
of $200.00. The largest single expenditure under this fund has been 
for tablet arm chairs to be used in the recitation rooms of the high 
school. Other expenditures have been for incidental repairs that every 
year are necessary to the upkeep of the school. 

Next year it does not seem that there should be any repairs that 
we can anticipate but it is always necessary to have a fund to take 
care of many unforseen breakdowns that are inevitable. 


CONCLUSION. It is going to cost more to run our schools for 
the coming year. This of course is in line with all other types of busi- 
ness enterprises and schools certainly are a business governed by the 
same economic conditions. Your school officials do not anticipate any 
expansion, of the schools. Innovations will not be made during the 
coming year and whatever increases are asked for are for the purpose 
of paying our employees a living wage taking into consideration’ the 
decided advance in living costs. | 

We have good schools in the town of Strong. We have well trained 
and experienced teachers. Recently the fourth and fifth grades under 
Mrs. Morey have been used for a training room and next year it is the 
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plan of the Farmington Normal School to use all of our elementary 
school rooms as training rooms for their students. This will be an 
excellent thing for our schools and shows that they are given a good 
rating at the present time. 

To add a personal note to this report I am sure that every teacher 
will join with me in expressing an appreciation of the cooperation that 
has been given to us by the citizens and school officials of this town.

Librarian’s Report 


Strong, Me., 
Feb. 15, 1942. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Strong: 


I am very glad to be able to report that the Strong Public Library 
has given pleasure and information to a great many adults and children 
of this community during the past year. 5,111 books and 562 maga- 
zines have been loaned. The magazine circulation has been increased 
from 359 in 1939 to 562 copies this year. New books have been pur- 
chased several times during the year. A few books have been received 
as gifts and are greatly appreciated. 

In response to a nationwide appeal in January for books for men in 
the service, 220 books were collected in town by the librarian and 
assistants, packed and shipped to the distributing center in Portland. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. Carignan of the Rangeley Motor Express, 
the books were shipped free of charge. We were also able to do our 
part in the drive for used magazines in the Fall. 

The library has also been of assistance to the schools again this year. 
For several weeks the pupils of the second and third grades have been 
coming to the library in groups of eight for a period of reading each 
Tuesday afternoon under the supervision of the librarian in connection 
with their class work. The results have been most satisfactory accord- 
ing to their teacher. As in the past a number of books have been loaned 
the High school students for use in making book reports. This depart- 
ment is to have special consideration this year. 

In these trying times the need to relax and forget for a while the 
troubles of the world is most important to our health and morale, and, 
with the rationing of tires making it increasingly necessary for us to 
seek such relaxation at home rather than elsewhere, the library with 
its interesting books and magazines can be a great factor in meeting 
that need at very little expense to anyone. Many of you who have 
never visited the library should come in and see for yourselves what it 
contains for your enjoyment. Newcomers soon find their way to the 
library and are pleased to discover one so well equipped in a town of 
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this size. We who do the work in the library without pay give our 
services freely in an effort to do our part in making Strong a better 
place in which to live. 7 

The price of books has risen in line with everything else but as 
long as you, the citizens of the town, continue to raise the money as 
requested in the Town Warrant, the library can and will continue to 
serve you and your children.

Road Commissioner's Report 


To the Citizens of Strong: 


I hereby submit my report as road commissioner for the year end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1943. | 

Began work on the town roads March 16, 1942 after heavy rains 
washed the Worthley hill, True hill and the Pillsbury road leaving 
them in bad condition. Two hundred and thirty dollars of our gravel 
money was spent to keep the roads passable until they were in condition 
to machine. The balance of the special gravel fund was used on the 
dirt roads where it was most needed. 

All roads in town were machined except from Clarles Lisherness’ 
to the Burbank place and from Frank Spaulding’s to the Aulby place. 
These two pieces of road have not been worked for many years. 

One new bridge and several culverts were put in on the Spaulding 
road putting it in good condition. 

_ The bridge at Fred McCleary’s was rebuilt, using three new 
stringers and all new plank. : 

The bridge at True Luce’s was jacked up and one new stringer 
added. The truss rods were taken up and the bridge partly planked, 
making it in good condition for the next four or five years. 

Sixteen new culverts were installed, two of these were metal. 
Labor and material for bridges and culverts cost $572, putting them in 
good repair outside of a few small culverts. | 

Mowing the right of way on Third Class, State Aid Roads and 


* State Roads cost $198.00. 


Work on the third’class and section eighteen Roads was approved 
by the State Supervisor. 
Town tools remain the same as in the 1942 report.

Report of School Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Strong: 
LapIEs AND GENTLEMEN:  , 
This is the eleventh in a series of annual reports submitted to you 
by the present Superintendent of Schools. This year we have been 
attempting to maintain the standard and efficiency of our instruction 
under circumstances and conditions that have made it very difficult 
both from the viewpoint of personnel and finances. Our schools have 
to be adjusted to war conditions and [| feel that the patriotism that has 
prompted .a greater amount and more intensive work on the part of all 
of the teachers is a wonderful demonstration of the part that the 
schools are taking in carrying on this war and in educating our boys 
and girls to be capable of directing the affairs of our democracy after 
the war has been won. We have a war to win and a peace to formulate 
and enjoy. Nothing else counts, and the public schools are all over 
the country directing their efforts with these things being made of 
greatest importance in formulating their curricula and outlining work. 


FINANCES. Our expenditures during this year have been only 
slightly over those of last year. Our elementary teacher cost increased 
$395 and our secondary teacher cost increased $345, but we have spent 
$163 less for fuel, about the same for janitors, $432 less for conveyance 
and about the same for textbooks and supplies; while our resources 
were greatly lessened by the drop in tuition that we have received 
from other towns. Last year we were able to credit ourselves with 
approximately $1,700, this year we will only be able to have a credit 
of $1,000. This drop was unexpected and in arranging last year’s 
budget was not taken into consideration. We have been able to run 
this year’s business and keep within the budget but last year when esti- 
mates were made it was felt that we might reduce the overdraft of a 
year ago. However, we have been able to do this only with the very 
small amount of $10.54. You will note under teachers’ expenditures 
we have included some items that take care of the actual expenses of 
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the training teacher we had from Farmington Normal School, who took 
care of the crowded condition in the 4th and 5th grades where we had 
an enrolment of 56 pupils. We have a small credit that can be applied 
to this account as soon as we can make an adjustment with the Normal 
School. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. | It is impossible to see how our shcools 
are going to be run for the coming year on the same appropriations 
that we had this year. Teachers’ salaries are going to be higher as they 
now are all over the State and the minimum that can probably be paid 
for elementary teachers is $20 a week, and $1,200 a year for secondary 
teachers. This is not a matter for us to use. our judgment on but is a 
necessity and fact that we will have to face because of the more re- 
munerative positions that are open to teachers at this time. We have 


an excellent corps of instructors in the schools of Strong and it is the 


desire of the school authorities to keep this corps in our schools. 

Fuel will undoubtedly cost us more as we are consuming more 
this year and will have to supplement our present supply. We have just 
received notice that the soft coal that we now use has increased $2.00 
per ton. 
Conveyances will undoubtedly cost more although we will probably 
have to add no new ones. 

Textbooks and supplies, like every commodity that one buys at the 
present time, have increased in cost. 

With these things in mind, it seems that our expenditures would 
need to be like the following estimates:

INSTRUCTION. This year we have had two changes in our 
teaching staff. Burton Curtis, who had taught the 7th and 8th grades, 
resigned to enter the army, and Mrs. Jane Curtis resigned her position 
in the 6th grade room. Walter Webber, a graduate of Farmington 
Normal School, was secured for the 7th and 8th grade position and 
Mrs. Ruth Marean to take the 6th grade room. 

In the high school Gordon Higgins resigned as principal to take 
a position in Edward Little High School. Frances Clay resigned to 
accept a position in Massachusetts. Miss Edith Kennard resigned to 
accept a position in New Hampshire but because of unforeseen circum- 
stances it was possible for us to return her to her present position. 
Mrs. Dorothy Morrison of Kingfield taught in Miss Kennard’s position 
until Miss Kennard’s return. Mrs. Lillian Salmon was secured for 
Miss Clay’s position but she resigned after ten weeks of the fall term. 
Harland Keay, a graduate of Colby College, who had been submastet 
in Calais Academy for the last eight years, was secured as Principal of 
the High School, and to fill the position left vacant by the resignation 
of Mrs. Lillian Salmon, Mrs. Evelyn Chadbourne was secured. 

We now have an excellent and efficient staff of teachers, who are 
cooperating and working hard for the advancement of our schools and 
the instruction of our boys and girls. These instructors are to be com- 
plimented for the excellent job they have done in carrying on. war 
work in our schools and for the spirit with which they -are looking 
ahead to the work on the issuance of the War Ration Book No. 2. 


HIGH SCHOOL. Following is the report of Mr. Harland Keay, 
Principal of the Strong High School. 


ACTIVITIES. Our extra-curricula activities this year have not 
been cut to any great extent. Of course transportation difficulties have 
made it necessary for us to curtail some of our interscholastic competi- 
tion, but to cooperate with the War Department we have had to add 
a course in physicial education for both boys and girls. We have 
voluntary assistance in this from Mr. Hervey Jennings and Mr. Ralph 
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Farrow. The help that these men have given freely and efficiently, 
has certainly been appreciated by the school authorities and I know 
that the boys and girls greatly benefit by the instruction that these two 
men have given. Mr. Keay has handled some of the physical education 
as a part of his many added duties. 

Under this heading of activities I want to thank in behalf of the 
boys and girls in Strong and the school authorities, the officials of the 
Forster Manufacturing Company — Mr. Theodore Hodgkins and Mr. 
Benjamin Butler, who have made it possible for us to use the Grange 
Hall for basketball and physical instruction. These men contributed 
a sawdust burner that was installed in a furnace made possible by the 
generosity of Mr. Ralph Farrow. We certainly appreciate this in- 
terest and cooperation shown by the business men of the town. 

We are adding to our high school curriculum pre-induction courses 
recommended by the War Department. A more intense study of 
mathematics has been instituted, physical education as has been stated, 
and beginning the second semester an elective course in the Morse 
[International Code is being offered. More courses will be added later 
in our attempt to cooperate in every way with the war effort. 


REPAIRS. Our expenditures for necessary repairs have been small. 
Fortunately we have had no unforeseen breakdowns. 

The toilets in the school building are in poor condition both from 
the viewpoint of sanitation and construction. The woodwork in both 
should be repaired and they should be thoroughly cleaned, painted, and 
the lighting improved. If we had an appropriation under this de- 


partment of $175 it seems that it would be adequate to take care of doing ~ 


this work. 

No repairs of a major nature are anticipated, but of course there 
are always minor ones that cannot be foreseen, but that in the interest 
of economy in the upkeep of the building have to be immediately at- 
tended to. 


CONCLUSION. A report of this kind must be necessarily brief 
but I have tried to explain the finances, tell of the efficiency and state 
the needs of our schools. 

The following is quoted from Commissioner Gilson in the last 
Maine State School Bulletin: “The most serious single problem facing 
the schools at this moment is the shortage of teaching personnel. This 
lack of teachers is nation wide in scope but is much more acute in 
states like Maine where salaries have been very low. Results of recent 
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surveys reveal that more than one thousand Maine teachers left our 
schools between July 1 and October 1, 1942. The origin of this critical 
situation lies, of course, in the romienditas manpower demands of war, 
and as these demands increase, the drain on teaching personnel will 
become steadily worse. We in Maine must give this problem immedi- 
ate attention, since our schools are already being closed for lack of 
teachers.” 

The spirit of our teaching staff in Strong is excellent, as has al- 
ready been stated, and I am sure that every teacher will join me in 
expressing my appreciation of the suggestions, constructive criticism 
and helps that have been given to them by the citizens and school officials 
of the town.

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Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of the Town 
of Strong: 


I herewith submit my first report to you as Principal of Strong 
High School. 

The fall term began on September 14 with an enrollment of 49. 
At present there are 43 pupils enrolled. The Senior class numbers 14, 
the Junior class 11, the Sophomore class 8 and the Freshman class 10. 
Instruction is being given in sixteen different courses with the following 
subject enrollment: English 43, Foreign languages 12, Mathematics 
37, Natural Sciences 22, Social Sciences 38, and Commercial 23. 

All factors considered, the attendance for the first half year was 
commendable. During the first term of fourteen weeks 20 pupils had 
perfect records. The average attendance at each session during this 
period was 929%. 

An effort has been made to offer a wider range of more practical 
subjects, motivated by the present emergency. Classes in physical 
education have been introduced for all pupils. This course comprises 
not only a physical fitness program consisting of calisthenics, military 
drill and the like, but also first aid. We have been very fortunate in 
having the services of several members of the Strong State Guard in 
these classes. In order to initiate this course it was necessary to revert 
to the shorter class period with emphasis on home study schedules. 
A study of Morse Code, a pre-induction course, is being offered for the 
last half year. 

Extra-curricular activities have been continued as a worthy part of 
our program. The School Play under the supervision of Miss Kennard 
was a success both socially and financially. Attempts are being made 
to continue the traditional Prize Speaking Contest but at present plans 
tentative due to transportation difficulties. Several one act plays will 


be presented during the spring term. 


The band under the capable leadership of Mr. Knowles has shown 
consistent improvement. It is hoped that this unit will present a public 
concert in the near future.’ 


By 


Six man football was discontinued this fall and replaced by base- 
ball. Strong has been represented by boys’ and girls’ basketball teams 
in the North Franklin County League and to date have given a good 
account of themselves. At present the girls are undefeated in six games 
and the boys have won three and lost three. 

We would like to express our sincere thanks to the Forster Estate 
for their generous gift of a sawdust burner and a winter’s supply of 
sawdust. 

The financial condition of the school is very gratifying. The fol- 
lowing is a report of the Student Council finances for the first half 
year:

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Report of School Physician 


Citizens of Strong: 


During this School Year I earnestly hope to bring about the follow- 
ing changes in conducting the health facilities of our School: 

I. Annual physical examinations are to be complete including 
eye and ear examinations, which have previously been an added burden 
to the teachers. 

2. These examinations to be given during last month of School 
Year rather than first, thereby bringing out conditions present due to 
work in School and giving parents opportunity to have same corrected 
during summer vacation months. 

3. Records of these examinations and reports sent to parents will 
be kept and checked at the beginning of School the following fall to 
determine whether or not child is in proper health to begin school year. 

+. Examinations of any type at any time during the School Year 
will be available to all students if considered advisable either by teacher 
or physician. 

>. Tests and vaccinations will be given during warm spring 
months rather than during colder fall months when resistance of student 
is usually much lower. 

6. Complete report of findings of such tests will be sent parents 
and recommended treatment advised. 

7. Complete records of progress under this plan will be available 
to any interested in the same and will be presented in next report.

Road Commissioner's Report 


To the Citizens of Strong: 


I hereby submit my report as Road Commissioner for the year end- 
ing Feb. 15th, 1944. Beginning work on the Town roads April 19, 1943, 
with special gravel, fixing places where the frost was coming out, soon 
as the roads were in shape, I started the road machine, and was getting 
along fine until the first washout, which left the roads in bad shape, 
being rough and hard to keep in fair shape the rest of the season. 
Bridges and culverts were washed out, got what help I could and fixed 
the worst places first, so to keep traffic moving. 


The County Commissioners were called on to view the road from 
the Knowlton farm up the back road by Pillsbury’s place to the top of 
Hutchins hill; they approved of my work and gave me plenty of time 
to repair the road. We have three bridges that will need new planks 
this spring, the Luce, Stewart, and Lisherness bridges. It will take 
about 8 M feet of plank to do this at a cost of about $320.00, not includ- 
ing spikes, or labor. I would think this would be all the bridge work 
for this year, outside the regular repairs on culverts. 


The work on Section 18 and Third Class roads was approved by 
your State Supervisor. 


Town tools are in good shape, we need two or three new spades. 


I present the above as my annual report and recommendations, for 
your earnest approval and consideration.

Report of High School Principal 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of the Town 
of Strong: 


I herewith submit my second report to you as Principal of Strong 
High School. 


The fall term began on September 13 with an enrollment of 50. 
This number includes the Eighth grade which is part of our five year 
high school plan inaugurated last fall. At present there are 46 pupils 
enrolled. The Senior class numbers 9, the Junior class 7, the Sophomore 
class 8, the Freshman class 10, and the Eighth grade 12. Instruction 
is being given in sixteen different courses with the following subject 
enrollment: English 46, Foreign languages 12, Mathematics 22, Natural 
Science 24, Social Sciences 20 and Commercial 10. 


All factors considered the attendance for the first half year was 
commendable. During the first term of 14 weeks 19 pupils had 
perfect records. The average attendance at each session during this 
period was 90°%. 


We have had two changes in our teaching staff. Miss Dorothy 
Doten, a graduate of Bates College, Lewiston, with two years teaching 
experience succeeded Miss Edith Kennard as head of the English de- 
partment. Miss Marcella Belanger, a graduate of the College of New 
Rochelle, New York, is at the head of our foreign language department 
and directress of Music. 


Classes in physical education for all pupils have been continued 
this year. Mr. Jennings, Mr. Farrow and members of the Strong State 
Guard have succeeded in making this activity not only a pleasant one 
but to my mind one of the most beneficial to all participants. It is my 
sincere hope that provisions will be made to give this course a ‘Per- 
manent place in the school curriculum. 
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The study of Morse Code, a pre-induction course, is being offered 
again this year. 


As a result of a revised schedule initiated last year due to the extra 
pre-induction courses, home study schedules became necessary. This 
year this plan has been continued and is paying dividends for a great 
many. 


The new activities sponsored by Strong High School are the Glee 
Club and the Orchestra under the capable direction of Miss Marcella 
Belanger. Both of these organizations have shown consistent improve- 
ment and have become worthwhile projects. 


A School Library has been started and although funds have been 
lacking it is hoped that in another year it will become a reality. We 
have the room and some equipment but much more is needed. 


Our hot lunch program is at last being realized. From 105 to 
120 hot lunches are being served daily for the cost per pupil of 5c per 
meal. This is possible due to Federal Government Aid. So far parents 
and friends have cooperated in the preparation of the meals and it is 
a huge success. I want to thank especially Mrs. Elizabeth Starbird and 
all the ladies who have so willingly given their time to help us initiate 
this project. My only hope is that it may be permanent. 


Last spring the pupils of the grade school and high school raised 
funds to build a playground. At the present time we have eight chain 
swings, a basketball court, a badminton court, a volley ball court, and 
a slide. All of this equipment is permanent and an essential part of 
any school program. It is hoped that something may be added each 
year. The health of these boys and girls should always be our first 
objective. 


Financially, the school has $50.00 in liabilities and $200.00 in cash. 


It has been difficult to carry on sports because of the small number 
of boys in the high school. However, basketball has been continued 
and at present the boys have won 5 and lost 5. Our girls won the 
Championship of the League both this year and last year and tied 
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both years for the County Title. These girls have proved themselves 
to be worthy opponents of the larger schools. 


There are many things needed in order to give our pupils a real 
basic, civic, cultural and vocational background but these needs have 
been suggested so many times without results that I shall not mention 


them again. 


In conclusion, I would like to express my sincere appreciation for 
the interest and cooperation shown by the parents and townspeople.

Citizens of Strong, 
Greetings: 


The past year has been without any serious epidemic of commu- 
nicable diseases. 


There have been several improvements made in town regarding 
waste and sewerage disposal and many more are contemplated in the 
near future, time and material permitting. 


Our most difficult problem in maintaining health has arisen from 
the indiscriminate drinking of water from streams and springs without 
regard as to whether same is fit for human consumption. Although the 
taste of chlorinated water at times may be undesirable, especially during 
summer months, the fact remains that it is safe and should have prefer- 
ence over water of unknown content. 


I'll be only too glad to have water from any source tested and 
findings posted. 

Your local health officer and the state health department are only 
too glad to aid in any way they can in maintaining public sanitation. 
However, their efforts are of no avail without the cooperation of all 
in the community. This cooperation is earnestly solicited.

Librarian's Report 


Strong, Me., Feb. 15, 1944, 
To the Citizens of the Town of Strong, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


During the past year the Strong Public Library has continued the 
good work of supplying the townspeople with interesting books and 
magazines. Many of our young people have found it a source of pleas- 
ure and recreation for their leisure hours. 


The circulation has been increased this year from 5,195 books and 
922 magazines to 5,479 books and 1,012 magazines which clearly shows 
the value of such an institution in this small town of limited recreational 
facilities. The cost of books has risen, making it difficult for us to ob- 
tain all that are needed but by contacting a good lending library we have 
been able to buy some slightly used books at reduced rates which has 
made it possible for us to present to our readers about the usual number 
for the year. 


In response to another appeal for books for the armed forces this 
library is again doing its part in collecting them. 


Anyone desiring to help the library may do so by becoming a mem- 
ber of the Library Association. Those who use the library are especially 
.urged to join as it is for them the library is being kept open. As mem- 
bers they will have the Opportunity of selecting books to be purchased 
and a voice in anything pertaining to the welfare of the library. More 
members are needed. The dues are only 50 cents a year. Anyone in- 
terested may get full information from Elizabeth Starbird or Irene 
Daggett. 


Those assisting the librarian at present during library hours are: 
Lila Tainter, Lottie Howes, Olive Potter and Marie Newell. During 
the absence, this winter, of Mrs. Fred Daggett, who usually serves on 
Saturday nights with Mrs. Tainter, Miss Doten and Miss Belanger of 
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the High School faculty have kindly given their services when requested. 
Mrs. Keay and Mrs. Ellingwood have also served a number of times 
during the past year and Phyllis Sample has been a substitute recently. 
Since all this work is done without financial reward, many thanks are 
due these workers for their help so generously given. 


The regular library hours at present are from 2:30 to 4 P. M. on 
Tuesdays and 7 to 9 P. M. Saturdays, except on all holidays when it is 
closed. These hours, however, are only a part of the time required in 
running the library as there is a great deal of work to be done when it 
is closed to the public. 


Your library is a strong force in morale building in these trying 
times when we all need to escape from harsh reality occasionally so we 
ask you, Ladies and Gentlemen, to do your part in the coming Town 
Meeting for it by voting to raise the money we have requested for its 
maintenance.

In Recognition of Those Who Served 


The Town of Strong starts the new fiscal year with many World 
War IT Veterans already back home. Much has been said and written 
relative to the “ Service Man Problem,” but we of this community will 
do well to take issue with those who would have us believe that the 
return of these neighbors and fellow citizens constitutes a problem. 


Governor Horace A. Hildreth has consistently urged that any 
program dealing with the interests of Service Men should be kept as 
near the community level as possible. The Governor’s position is 
sound, for the vast majority of our Veterans desire the opportunity to 
work and to re-establish themselves, and where have they a better right 
to find that opportunity than in their own community. 


This is not to dismiss the principle that the Federal Government 
has definite obligations, especially in meeting hospitalization needs, and 
that the State will prove an important factor in the rehabilitation pro- 
gram, with emphasis centering upon vocational education. 


We of the Town of Strong are fortunate in having these returning 
Service Men and Women with us during this critical period of transi- 
tion from the economy of war production to one of peace. As citizens 
we are interested in promoting friendly relations between labor and in- 
dustry, and in preventing the decline of agriculture, realizing that 
through the stabilization of these economic factors will come new homes 
and a better standard of living. 


We need to regain the spirit of unity and all-out production which 
carried us to Victory against formidable opponents. This may well be 
the goal of this and thousands of other communities from coast to 
coast. In attaining it we may liberate the potential energies of the 
Nation to the peace-time needs of men everywhere. In so doing we may 
find our only chance to salvage something worthwhile from the shat- 
tered lives and mounting public debt which together made victory 
possible.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


We are living in a changing world; our economic and social struc- 
tures are changing; our educational system must change to meet new 
responsibilities. ‘There was a time when the education of children was 
left to the individual’s ability to pay. When the American public de- 
cided that all youth should be educated regardless of their parents’ in- 
come a decision was made which affected our civilization. We now 
proceed on the assumption that our schools should prepare the individ- 
ual to meet the social, economic, and political problems of an ever- 
changing world. All of our school activities should contribute to habits 
and attitudes which manifest themselves in integrity, law observance, 
and intelligent participation in civic affairs and American citizenship. 


Higher education should provide different kinds of experiences for 
youth. The common academic program, while good for many, is not 
good for all. This is probably the chief reason why so many of our 
young folks leave school. Many of those who do not complete high 
school are manual in their abilities, and if they are to be retained the 
school must provide experiences at which they can succeed. Being 
manual in ability is no less respectable than being academic, although 
we are inclined to value academic abilities more highly. This implies 
that in our new school building which we hope to have in the near 
future we should revise our ideas as to what constitutes an education. 
Any activity which contributes to the growth and development of a 
boy or girl should be considered educative, and a respectable part of our 
school offerings. If we are to serve all our youth we must broaden our 
curriculum.

Although each town in the Union provided money for a Union 
music supervisor we were unable to secure one at the two-thousand- 
dollar salary which we offered. We hope to have more success with 
this project the coming year. 

You will note that there is a sizeable unexpended balance in the 
Repairs Account. This is due to the fact that we were unable to get 
the roof of the school building painted and repaired at a cost within 
our appropriation and to secure workmen to make some minor repairs 
and changes which are deemed necessary. It is expected that help will 
be more plentiful the coming year.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


This past year has been a difficult one for education and the schools. 
State-wide and nation-wide figures indicate that children now in school 
suffer because three hundred fifty thousand qualified teachers have left 
the ranks, one in seven teachers are serving on emergency or sub-stand- 
ard certificates, seventy thousand teaching positions are unfilled because 
of the inability of communities to get the necessary teachers, seventy- 
five thousand children will have no schooling because six thousand 
schools could not open, and these figures could continue on and on. 
Perhaps the most serious problem facing education, however, still lies 
ahead. The plain fact is that fewer college students are entering the 
teaching profession than in the past, to be exact, seven per cent today 
as against twenty-two per cent in 1920. . While these deplorable condi- 
tions exist in ‘general, the town of Strong has been fortunate, indeed, | 
in securing the services of six well-qualified teachers, all with previous | 
teaching experience. We have before us one clear goal, that of main- 
taining our present teaching force. Your recent action was a step in 
the right direction and a new minimum pay bill for teachers, now be- 
fore the State legislature, is another. 

Last September, due to increased enrollments in the sub-primary- 
first grade room, it became essential that we separate the two grades and 
hire an additional teacher. There are no guide posts to determine 
where this increase in school population will end and it is entirely possi- 
ble that other grades will be similarly affected. Recent scientific inves- 
tigations into child development agree that the child’s early years are 
the most crucial for mental health and ultimate social adjustment. It is 
in these early years of school life that persisting attitudes and person- 
ality traits originate. Later character attributes are also believed to de- 
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velop as a result of this early training and education. Your action in 
separating the two grades and providing an extra teacher was sound 
and logical without the reason that prompted the action. The advan- 
tages that will accrue to the children in these grades will be of benefit 
throughout their life. 

I find it necessary that school finances be discussed in this report. 
The necessary tools of operating the schools have increased in price. 
We face the prospect of a fifteen hundred dollar minimum pay bill, of a 
twenty to forty per cent increase in textbooks and supplies, and other 
school services have increased proportionately. These increased costs 
must be reflected in the school budget. In no other field of human 
endeavor do we approximate the value received for the money expended 
as is true in education. The tasks that youth now in school will be 
asked to successfully perform, perhaps the maintenance of the Ameri- 
can way of life alone, requires that we not stint to the point that we 
ourselves destroy that which we call upon: our youth to preserve. 

In conclusion, I say with the utmost sincerity that the School Com- 
mittee, the entire school staff, and the citizens of Strong have shown 
that their paramount interest is in better educational Opportunities for 
the youth of Strong. I trust this interest will continue and develop to 
the point where one day we arrive at the best possible educational oppor. 
tunities for our youth — they deserve it. .

Report of School Physician 


February 15, 1947 
Citizens of Strong: 
Gréeting, 


During school year of 1945-46 absenteeism due to ill health was 
comparatively low; there being no serious epidemics and the health 
of the student body as a whole being very good. 

Just previous to summer vacation physical examinations were given 
to two hundred seven; fifty-three high school students and one hun- 
dred fifty-four elementary pupils, with the following findings: 

There were one hundred sixty with defective teeth; this condition 
was not as’serious as it first appears as over fifty per cent of this number 
needed only cleaning or attention to temporary teeth. 

Fifty-two had impaired vision, some needing to be fitted with 
lenses for the first time, others needing lenses changed. 

There were thirty-three having throats which needed attention. 
This number was made up largely by those having affected tonsils. 

Only three had impaired hearing. 

Recommendation notices were sent to parents and their co-operation 
on the whole was good. 

After return to school at beginning of fall term a re-check was 
made and fifty-three seven-point certificates awarded, this being twelve 
more than number awarded the year previous. 

Thus far this school year, with the exception of several cases of 
small pox, we haven’t experienced any serious health problems in the 
school.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Strong: 


I am going to paraphrase Henry J. Taylor’s radio broadcast, “ Your 
Land and Mine,” and substitute, ‘“‘ Your Schools and Mine,” with the 
emphasis on YOUR. During the past fifteen years one crisis after an- 
other has occurred in our national life with the unfortunate consequence 
that there is not today a sound public understanding of what the 
schools are trying to do. 

You are unquestionably familiar with the sole emphasis schools 
have, in the past, placed on the three R’s. Reading, ’riting and. ’rith- 
metic are today essential and important learning activities of your 
schools. There is, however, this difference. Your public schools are 
the bulwark of democracy. They must strengthen democratic society 
and serve as a foundation for lasting world peace. They have, in addi- 
tion to the three R’s, the task of training pupils for certain understand- 
ings, attitudes, responsibilities and other intangible qualities that are 
measureable only in terms of behavior. The chief danger to our demo- 
cratic society is not technological and administrative know-how; it is a 
lack of understanding, unhealthy attitudes of mind, refusal of citizens 
to accept civic responsibilities and inability to think and discriminate 
between fact and opinion that constitutes the real threat to our demo- 
cratic way of life. "The community, once it understands the tasks of 
the schools, will see its value and strongly support its program. 

From time to time we read articles in the paper about America’s 
real resource, or America’s secret weapon. The authors usually have 
convincing arguments to support their claims that our huge deposits 
of coal, iron, oil, or our guns, tanks and bombs are responsible for our 
ranking position among nations. I would seek another profession if I 
did not honestly believe that our greatest resource and secret weapon 
is represented by the boys and girls now in school. Our greatest de- 
posit of wealth and fortune lies in the development of the potentialities 
inherent in the mind of the little five year old that lives just across the 
street. How well are we doing, as a nation, by these five year olds? 
Mr. Benjamin Fine, New York Times Education Editor, returning 
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from a tour of the nation’s schools wrote a book, entitled, “Our Chil- 
dren Are Cheated,” outlining the deficiencies in our educational sys- 
tem. This is, indeed, a serious indictment of the schools of the nation 
— Your Schools. There is public indifference to education when we 
compare expenditures for schools with expenditures for such items as 
liquor, tobacco, horse racing and cosmetics. Can it be that people value 
these things more highly than they do an intelligent citizenry? I think 
not. There are many positive signs in this country which indicate a 
growing faith in the power of education. | 


During the past year, Strong has made considerable strides toward 
building a new school. The State Legislature has enacted and the 
townspeople have accepted a bill creating the Town of Strong School 
District. The Selectmen have appointed an exceedingly capable Board 
of Trustees. Their task is not simple; their responsibilities and deci- 
sions will require determined foresight. The facts are: that the youth 
population is increasing rapidly, more space is necessary for both ele- 
mentary and secondary pupils, and the educational program suffers be- 
cause proper facilities for special educational programs are non-existent. 
The decisions of this Board of Trustees wil] actually set the educational 
pattern, not for Strong alone, but for this entire area, for the next 
twenty-five to forty years. They must come to grips with such ques- 
tions as: Do the citizens of Strong consider their present educational 
program adequate? Do we accept the principle of equal educational 
opportunity? Can we establish an educational program that will take 
individual differences into account? Do the financial resources avail- 
able to the Town permit it to establish special educational programs 
now considered so essential for sixty per cent of the school population? 
How have other communities with limited financial resources, faced 
and answered the question of establishing an educational program that 
meets the demands the world today makes upon its youth? Are we 
willing to support a broad program for all our secondary school youth 
to include general and vocational education, or shall we continue to 
curtail our school program so that the few who wish may prepare for 
college? A multitude of other questions must be answered: the final 
decisions will affect not only the boys and girls as they progress through 
the school, but the future well being of the town as well. We place 
great faith in the Board of Trustees of the Town of Strong School Dis- 


trict; may their decisions enable Strong to face the future with conf- 
dence and realism. 
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There are changes in our school organization that cannot await a 
new building. For the past few years, the eighth grade has been in- 
cluded in the High School. This arrangement has not been satisfactory 
educationally. Both groups suffer; the eighth grade is limited to four 
fifty-minute periods of instruction per day, and the High School is re- 
stricted in its course offering by the number of ‘periods the teachers 
devote to eighth graders. A new class group alignment is in order, with 
the eighth grade separated from the High School. It would also be an 
asset to have a male teacher for the upper elementary grades. In the 
lower elementary grades, the pupil-teacher ratio must be closely watched. 
I have previously discussed the importance of the early elementary 
years. Teachers cannot do justice to a class group approaching fifty 
pupils in two grades. | 

It is not easy during this period of rising costs to keep school ex- 
penditures from showing a corresponding increase. The truth is that 
within the past four years, school expenditures have increased approxi- 
mately 65°, from $12,800 in 1944-45 to an estimated $21,400 in 1948- 
49. The cost to the town, as shown by the town appropriation, how- 
ever, has increased less than 20°4, from $10,600 in 1944 to $12,500 in 
1948. This increase represents’ no more than a normal cost resulting 
from increased school enrollments over the four year period. Within 
the State, the average tax rate for the support of schools increased five 
mills last year. For Strong, the school tax rate increased less than one 
mill. How much longer this favorable condition will prevail is impos- 
sible to determine. 

In closing, you cannot appreciate my difficulty in conveying to you 
my sincere thanks for the excellent spirit of co-operation and loyalty 
the School Committee, teaching personnel and friends of the school 
have extended during the year just closed. Words alone never cover 
the situation adequately, but continued co-operation and loyalty will 
improve schools solidly for the future. |

Report of Public Health Nurse 


STRONG — DECEMBER 1947 


Public health nursing service has been carried on this year in Strong 
on an emergency basis. In towns where funds are not raised for com- 
plete public health, service it is necessary to limit the amount of work 
which the nurse is able to do. It is impossible to carry on the health 
education and important visits to expectant mothers, new mothers, in- 
fants, preschool and school children, and adults, who might benefit from 
the nurse’s assistance with health problems. 


During the past year conferences have been held with your physi- 
cians and home visits have been made according to the advice given at 
this time. An attempt is made to secure medical supervision and treat- 
ment for all handicaped children; and, when advised by the family 
physician, the facilities of the Crippled Children’s Clinics are offered. 


Communicable disease control continues to be an important phase 
of public health work and home visits are made to cases needing ad- 
vice or assistance. 

It has been encouraging to your nurse to find that families which 
have been visited have been appreciative and understanding of the 
nurse’s work. F

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Report of School Physician 


February 16, 1948 
Citizens of Strong: 
Greeting: 


During Spring term 1947 physical examination was given to 56 
High School students and to 172 students in the grades, making a total 
of 228 examined. 


Particular attention was given to determining condition of eyes, 
ears, teeth and throat. 


Of the number examined 202 were given recommendation slips to 
bring to parents’ attention the need for required professional ser-zices. 


Dental attention was especially needed, there being 157 with de- 
fective teeth. 


During Fall term, soon after summer vacation, examination found 
that only 42 of the 202 who had been given recommendation slips, had 
had needed professional attention. 


Seven point certificates were awarded to the 26 found to be O. K. 
at Spring examination and to the 42 who had met requirements during 
vacation. : 


I wish to call to your attention that when only one out of five 
students receive proper corrective measures in regard to health prob- 
lems it suggests the need of more co-operation on the part of parents 
if a healthy student body is to be maintained in our school.

Citizens of Strong: 
Greeting: 
During the past year sanitation in regard to sewerage disposal in 


our town has been somewhat improved. 


Necessary tests on water and milk supplies have been made and 
met standards required by law. 


Chicken pox has been quite prevalent, especially among younger 
children, but none with severe complications or serious consequences. 


The recent epidemic of whooping cough was not surprising when 
we consider the facts, namely, it was the first in our community in 
several years, and during the epidemic here the state-wide incidence 
of same was nearly twice that of a year ago. 


One patient with Scarlet Fever has been reported but thus far 
this disease has been confined to that one home, which was quaran- 
tined. 


All cases of communicable disease have been handled in a manner 
approved by State Health Department Supervisor for this area, who 
has visited here on several occasions. 


Previous to closing of school last Spring, Small Pox vaccine was 
administered to 146 in this community.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Strong: 


During the past year Strong has not been unlike most towns in 
having its share of school difficulties. The removal of the eighth grade 
from the high school was definitely a step forward, but it created the 
need for another teacher and more classroom space in the lower grades. 
A new teacher was found, but the only solution for the classroom was 
partitioned corridor space to be used as a recitation room. This has 
served its purpose more from a co-operative desire on the part of some 
of the teachers to make it do so rather than from the standpoint of a 
completely satisfactory solution. It has more than ever emphasized the 
crowded conditions of our school. 

The interest on the part of the people of Strong to do something 
about this phase of their educational program has manifested itself sev- 
eral times. Strong has been well represented in meetings held for the 
purpose of helping interested citizens to become better informed on 
building problems from both local and consolidated viewpoints. What- 
ever the varying opinions that have developed may be, it is well to 
bear in mind that Strong’s position on the threshold of a building pro- 
gram puts it at the same time in a position responsible for determining 
not only its own educational pattern for some years to come but also 
that of its neighboring towns. To be specific, the Act of Incorporation 
of the Town of Strong School District definitely provides for “a school 
building and gymnasium for all grades.” This is as it should be for 
what is not good for the upper grades is not good for the lower. At 
the same time, if Strong is ever to provide for the sixty per cent of its 
high school pupils who need courses different from those they are get- 
ting, this provision should go hand in hand with building plans. It is 
difficult to visualize how Strong could carry on such an expanded sec- 
ondary school curriculum alone. The addition here of only one teacher 
this year and its effect on the budget should give us pause to think not 
only of initial expenditures but also of maintenance costs. 

All the grades are in need of a better physical plant, but unless 
unforeseen financial help can make an annual appearance, the greatest 
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present need of your high school, namely, curriculum expansion, will 
not be achieved by a new building. For this reason, no matter how 
inclusive, as far as grades are concerned, building plans may be, the 
way should at least be left open, even after completion, if necessary, for 
possible consolidation on the high school level. Building with such an 
eventuality in view could do no harm to any grade group, and if future 
events could show the way toward making this a reality, inestimable 
good would have been done. 

While on the subject of finances it may be in order to mention 
that besides the additional cost of a new teacher previously mentioned 
the chief reason for the increase asked for in the appropriation this year 
is the difference in the unexpended balance between this year and last. 
During the previous fiscal year, because of the new minimum salary 
law, an unexpected amount of over $1500 was added to our resources. 
This year’s estimated resources and expenditures for this account were 
almost identical. The remainder of the additional appropriation re- 
quested provides for salary increases and for possible replacements. 

Not all parts of our school program are so coldly financial and 
material. Many of your teachers have continued to display a fine pro- 
fessional spirit by attending summer school and winter extension 
courses. Last fall, at the time of the visit of the State Elementary 
Supervisor, Strong teachers were complimented for the type of work 
they were doing. 

The Farm Bureau deserves credit for its management of the School 
Lunch program this year, Less than half the money appropriated at 
last town meeting has been spent and most of this for trays. Those in 
charge intend to ask for no additional appropriation this year. Our 
aim should be to make this program self-supporting. 

As a final word, I wish to thank the school committee members, 
the teachers, and those helpful citizens of Strong for the spirit of friend- 
liness and co-operation which they have continually afforded me dur- 
ing my first year with them.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Strong: 


I hereby submit the annual report and financial statement of the 
Strong public schools. The interest of the School Committee, teachers, 
and citizens in the welfare of the pupils and their cooperation in main- 
taining the school program is greatly appreciated. It is also satisfying 
to note that there is a widespread understanding of the vital need for 
improvement in the school plant and curriculum to the point that 
definite action is indicated at this year’s annual town meeting when 
citizens will have the chance to determine the kind of. educational 
opportunity that will be offered to your young people. 


SCHOOL BUILDING 


The present building has, beyond doubt, served its usefulness. 
It is distinctly a fire hazard, lacks sufficient classroom space for the 
elementary grades, and allows for no curriculum expansion into fields 
of occupational training in the high school. The boys and girls of 
Strong deserve a new, modern, well-equipped plant capable of offering 
an adequate program in both elementary and secondary fields. Should 
the present building be continued in use beyond this school year, the 
State Insurance Department is requiring addition of another metal fire 
escape from the third floor and construction of a fire-proof room around 
the heating plant, all of which will probably cost over $3,000. Money 
spent on the old building is actually expended to no lasting purpose. 
The only logical solution is a new plant ready for occupancy, if possible, 


by next September.

PERSONNEL 

The town is fortunate in having a capable, efficient teaching staff. 
At the beginning of the school year Robert Payden replaced Calvin 
Roberts as teacher of Social Studies in the High School. Gwendolyn 
Stearns succeeded John Sample as Principal of the Grammar School 
and teacher of Grades 7-8, and Roxie Davenport Pratt was secured to 
teach Grades 5-6. These new teachers have had wide experience and 
are doing excellent work in our school system. Lewis Brackley 
continues as janitor and again is contributing much beyond the line of 
duty. 


CURRICULUM 

Our Elementary teachers are carrying out a_ satisfactory grade 
program in spite of lack of classroom space. Books and_ teaching 
materials are fairly adequate for basic subjects and all teachers are alert 
to the introduction of special projects and activities which enrich the 
program. More reference works and library books on different grade 
levels would be a welcome addition. 

The High School is maintaining a satisfactory program in the 
College and General Courses, but in the modern high school this 
offering is far too narrow and meets the abilities, needs, and interests of 
but a few. An adequate program should extend the present offering 
by addition of at least two occupational courses, as, for instance, 
Commercial, and either Industrial Arts, Home Economics or both. Such 
courses of necessity add to the maintenance cost but are worth it, and 
it is likely that, with these courses, a sufficient number of tuition pupils 
would be enrolled to defray half or more of the added expense. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 
One of the most meritorious projects to help our pupils is the 
continuance of the School Lunch program, which, with the surplus 
commodities available, has become practically self-supporting. The 
Farm Bureau and those members who carry on the actual work deserve 
much praise.

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Forestry Laws and Regulations 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash or brush 
disposal rests entirely on whoever “cuts, causes or permits to cut” 
forest growth. Such slash or brush must be moved back 50 feet from 
the shoulder or pavement of any public highway or road and 25 feet 
from utility right of ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, 
slash and brush must be removed 25 feet from forest growth of an 
adjoining landowner and 100 feet from dwellings. 

All slash and brush shall be removed the required distance within 
30 days after cutting, or 30 days after being notified to remove it. A 
violator of this section is liable to a fine of $100 or 30 days imprison- 
ment, or both. He is liable to the same fine and imprisonment every 
30 days following his violation until the slash and brush is cleared 
back the required distance. 

Another section of the same act requires that slash and brush re- 
sulting from the construction and maintenance of highways and utility 
right of ways shall be removed from these areas by burning or hauling 
away. Burning must comply with that section of the law covering 
burning permits which follows: 


Burning Permits. It is unlawful for any person to kindle a fire 
for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or stumps, roots, brush, 
slash, fields of dry grass, pasture, and blueberry land except when the 
ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written permit. 
Permits are issued by the town forest fire wardens. A permit is 
necessary for any person to burn, even on his own land. A burning 
permit does not relieve the person of legal responsibility if the fire is 
allowed to escape or causes damage to property of another. 


Town or private Dumps. Any dump established and maintained 
for disposal of rubbish or debris of any nature which might help start 
or spread a forest fire shall observe the following prevention measures: 
A cleared strip 10 feet wide to mineral soil on all sides of the dump; 
a 100 foot strip outside this mineral soil area where inflammable 
material such as grass, weeds, brush and slash must be removed. Dead 
trees and limbs of evergreen trees up to a height of 10 feet from the 
ground shall also be removed from this 100 foot strip. Dumps with a 
large, constant, supply of water nearby may be exempted from these 
provisions by the town and state forest fire wardens if they believe the 
water supply is sufficient for protection purposes.
